And Cornelizs 
Nepos ( or as ſome will -have it Acmilius 
Probus ) of the Latins, who wrote the 
Lives of thz mo{it Lllulirious Greek and Ro- 
man Generals. * Among the Moderns , 
Machiavel a Noble Florentine, who Elegant- 
ly wrote the Life ' of Caſtrucio Caſtracano, 
Lord of Luca. And of our Nation , Sir 
Fuk Grevil, who wrote the Life of his mot 
intimate Friend Sir Philip Sidney : Mr. 
Thomas Stanly of Cumberl» Green,- who made 
a moſt Elaborate improvement to the, fore-. 
faid Lacrtizs, by adding to what he found 
io him, what by diligent ſearch and er.qui- 
ry he Collected from other Authors of beſt 
Authority. 

| Tſave Walton, who wrote the: Lives of 
Sir Henry Wonton, Dr. Donne; and tor his Di- 
vine Poems,the admired Mr. George Ekrbert, 
Laſtly, not to mention ſeveral other Bio- 
graphers of contiderable Note, the Great 
Gafſendus of France, the worthy Celebrator 
of two no leſs worthy Subjects of his im- 
partial Pen z viz. The Noble Philotopher 
Epicxrus, and the moſt politely Learned Vir- 
tuoſo of his Age, his Country-man, Mon- 
fieur Periech, And pitty it is the Perſon

to perpetuate by recounting the moſt me- 
morable Tranſactions of his Life, (though 
his Works ſufficiently recommend him to

had his Fame been as much ſpread through | 


Exrope, in Thuanus's time as now It Is, and. 
hath been for ſeveral Years, he had juſily: 


merited from that Great Hiſtorian, an Eu- 


logy not inferiour to the higheſt; by hin 
giver! to all the Learned and Ingenious 
thatliv'd within the compaſs of his Hiſtory. 
For we may ſafely and juſtly affirm, that 
take him in all reſpe&s; for Acumen- of 
Wit, Quickneſs of Apprehenſion, Sagacity 
of Judgement, Depth of Argument, and: 
Elegancy of Style, as well in Latin as Eng-- 


liſp, as well in Verſe as Profe, he is ſcarce: * 


to be parallePd by any the 'beſttof Writers: 
our Nation hath in any Age brought forth; 
He 'was Born in London, in a” Houle in 
Breadſtreet , the Leaſe whereof, as I take it, 
but for certain it was a Houſe in Bread-- 
ftreet , became in time part of his Eſtate: 
in the Year of our Lord; 1606. His Fa-- 
ther Jobn Milton, an Honeſt, Worthy; and* 
Subſtantial Citizen of London, by Profefli-- 
on-a Scrivener, to which Profeſſion he vo-- 
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luntarily betook himſelf, by the advice and 
athftance- of - ar. intimate Friend. of his, 
Eminent in that Calling, upon his being: 
caſt out by his Father , a bigotted Roman 
Catholick, for embracing, when Young, 
| the Proteſiant Faith, and abjuring the Po- 
piſh Tenets ; for he is (aid to have been 
Deſcended of an Ancient Family of the 
Miltons, of Milton, near Abington in Oxford- 
feirez where they had been a long time 
ſeated, as appears by the Monuments ſtill 
to be ſeen in Mz/ton-Church, till one of the 
Family having taken the wrong . fide, in 
the Conteſts between the Houſes of York 
and. Lancaſter, was ſequeſired of all bis 
EkRate, but *what he held by his Wiſe. 
However, certain it is, that this Vocation 
he followed - for many Years, at his ſaid 
Houſe in Breadfreet, with ſucceſs ſuitable 
to his Induſiry, and prudent conduct of 
his Afﬀairs ; yet did he not io far quit his 
own Generous and Ingenious Inclinations, 
as to make himſelf wholly a Slave to the 
World z for he ſometimes found vacant 
hours to the Study. ( which he made his 
recreation) of the Noble Science of Muſick, 
in which he advanc'd to: that perfeGion, 
that as I bave been told, and as I take 
it, by our Author himſelf, he Compoſed an 
Fi. Nomixe of Forty Pazts; fox which he 
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was rewarded with a Gold Medal and + *

ſented it, However, this is a truth not o 
be denied, that for feveral Songs of his

| the pained the Reputation of a confiderable 
E- 1 Maſter in this moft' charming of all the 
| Liberal Sciences: Yet all this while, he 
þ managed his Grand Aﬀair of this World 
with fuch Prudence and Diligence, that 
by the affiftance of Divine Providence 
| favouring his honeſt endeavours,he gained a 
Competent Eftate, whereby he was enabled 
to make a handſom Proviſion both for 
| the Education and Maintenance of his 
Children ; for three he had, and no more, 
j all by one Wife, Sarah, of the Family of 
the Caftons, derived originally from” Wales. 
A - Woman of Incomparable Vertue and 
Goodnefs; Fohn the Eldeft, the Subje& 
of our preſent Work. Chriſtopher, and an 
- onely Daughter Am; Chriftopher being prin- 
cipally deſigned for the Study of the Come 
mon-Law of England. was Entered Young a 
Student ofthe Inner-Temple, of which Houſe 
Þ he lived to be an Ancient Bencher, and 
| keeping cloſe to that Study and Profeifion 
| all 
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( vi”) 
all his Life-time, except in the'time of the 
Civil. Wars of England; when being 'a 

reat favourer and affertor of the King's 
Caufe, and Obnoxious to the Parliament's 
fide, by ating to his utmoſt power againſt 
them, ſo long as he kept his Station at 
Reading ; and after that Town was taken 
by the Parliament Forces, being forced to 
quif his Houſe there, he ſtcer'd his courſe 
according to the Motion of the King's Army. 
But when the War was ended with Vi- 
Qory and Succeſs to the Parliament Party, 
by the Valour of General Fairfax, and 
the Craft and Condud of Cromwell ; and 
his c@mpoſition made by the help of his 
Rrother's Intereſt, with the then prevail- 
ing: Power; he betook himſelf again to- 


his former Study and Profeſſion, following. 


Chamber-Pradtice every Term , yet came. 
to no Adyancement in the World in a long, 
time, except ſome*ſmall Employ in the 
Town of Ipſwich, where (and near it ) 
he lived all the latter time of his Life.

but in the beginning of the Reign of K. 
Zames. the II. for his known Integrity 
and Ability in the Law, he was by ſome 
Perſons of Quality recommended. to the

King, and at a Call of Serjeants received 
the Coif, and the ſame day was Sworn one 
of the Barons of the Exchequer, and ſoon 
after made one of the Judges of the Com- 
mon Pleas ; but his Years and Indifpoſition 
not well brooking the Fatigue of publick 
Imployment ,; he continued not long in 
either of theſe Stations, but having his 
Diets eft, retired to a Country Life , his 
Study and Devotion. . Ann, the onely 
Daughter of the ſaid Fobn Milton the Elder, 
had a conſiderable Dowry given her by her 
Father, in Marriage with Edward Philips, 
(the Son of Edward Philips of Shrewsbury,) 
who coming up Young to Town , was 
bred up in the Crown- Office in Chancery, 
and at length came to be Secondary of the 
Office under Old Mr.Bembo; by him ſhe had, 
befides other Children that dyed Infants, 
two Sons yet ſurviving, of whom more 
hereafter z and by a ſecond Husband, Mr. 
Thomas Agar, who (upon the Death of his 
Intimate Friend Mr. Philips) worthily Suc- 
ceeded in the place, a hich except ſome 
time of. Exclufion before and during the 
Interregnum , he held for many Years, 
and left it to Mr. Thomas Milton ( the 
Son of the aforementioned Sir Chriſtopber Y 
who at this day executes it . with great: 
Reputation and Ability. Two Daughters,

Mory who died very Young, and Ann yet 

furviving. . 
But to haften back to our matter in hand 3 
John our Author, who was deſtin'd to be 
the Ornament andGlory of his Countrey , 
was ſent, together with his Brother, to 
Pax}'s School, wherect Dr. Gill the Elder 
was then Chief Maſter ; where he was en- 
ter'd into the firft Rudiments of Learning, 
and advanced therein with that admirable 
Succeſs, not more by the Diſcipline of the 
School and good Inſtructions of his Maſters, 
(. for that he had another Maſter poflibly. 
at bis Father's houſe, appears by the Fourth 
Elegy of. bis Latin Poems written in his 
15th year, to Thomas Young Paſtor of the 
Engliſs Company of Merchants at Hambo- 
rawgh, wherein he owns and files him his 
Mafier) than by his own happy Genius, 
prompt Wit and Apprehenfion, and infu- 
perable Indufiry ; for he generally fate up 
half the Night, as well in voluntary Im- 
provements of his own choice, as the ex-: 
act pertecting of his School-Exerciſes : So- 
that at the Age of 15 he was full ripe. for 
Academick Learning, and accordingly was 
ſent to the Univertity of Cambridge 
where in Chrifi's College, under the Tuij- 
tion of a very Eminent Learned man, 
whole Name I cannot call to mind , he 
Studied

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Studicd Seven years, and took his Degree 
of Maſter of Arts 3 and for the extraordina- 
ry Wit and Reading he had ſhown in his 
Performances to attain his Degree, ( ſome 
whereof ſpoken at a Vacation-Exerciſe in 
his 19th. year of Ape, are tobe yet ſeenin 
his Miſcellaneous Poems ) he was lov'd 
and admir'd by the whole Univertity, par- 
ticularly by the Fellows and moſt Ingenious 
Perfons of his Houſe. Among the reft 
there was a Young Gentleman, one 
Mr. King, with whom, for his great Learn» 
ing and Paxts,he had contraGcd a particular 
Friendſhip and Intimacy z whoſe death 
( for he was drown'd on the Ir; Seas in his 
paſſage from Cheſter to Ireland ) he bewails 
in that moſi excellent Monody in his fore- 
mentioned Poems) Intituled Lycidas. Never 
was theloſs of Friend ſo Elegantly lament- 
ed; and among the reſt of his Juvenile 
Poems, ſore he wrote at the Age of 15, 
which contain a Poetical Genius ſcarce to 
be parilleV'd by any Engliſh Writer. Soon 
after he had taken his Mafter's Degree, he 
thought fit to leave the Univerſity : Not 
upon any diſguſt or diſcontent for want of 
Preferment, as ſome Ill wilters have repor- 
ted ; nor upon any caule whatſoever forc'd 
to flie, as his DetraQors malicioufly feign ; 
but from which aſperfion he _

clears himſelf in his Second Anſwer to Alex- 
ander Mornus, the Author of a Book call'd, 
Clamor Regii Sanguinis ai Celum, ' the chief 
of his CaJumniators ; in-which he plainly 
makes it out, that after his leaving the Uni- 
verſity, to the no ſmall trouble of his Fel- 
low-Collegiates, who in general regretted 
his Abſence, he for the ſpace of Five years 
lived for the moſt part with his Father and 
Mother at their houſe at Horton near Cole- 
brook, in. Barkſhire ; whither - hls Father, 
having got an Eſiate to his content, and 
left off all buſineſs,” was retir'd from the 
Cares and Fatigues'of the world. Afﬀeer 
the ſaid term. of Five: years, his Mother 
then dying, he was willing to add to his

Letter of Direction and. Advice. from 
Sir H:ory Wootton then Provott of Eaton, 
2nd formerly Refident Embaſſador : from 
King James the Firkt to the State of Venice 5 
which Letter is to be ſeen in the Firſt Editi- 
on of his Miſcellaneous Poems. Ar Parts 
beivg Recommended by the faid Sir Henry 
and other Perſons of Quality , he went 
firſt to wait upon my Lord Scudamore, they 
Embaſſador in France from King Charles the 
Firit, My Lord receiv'd him with wonder- 
ful Civility ; and underſtanding he had a 
detire to make a Viſit to the great Hugo 
Grotius, he ſent ſeveral of his Attendants to 
wait upon him, and to preſent him in his 
Name to that Renowned Doctor and 
Stateſman, who-was at that time Embaſſa- 
dor from Chriſtina Queen of Sweden, to. the 
French King. - Grotins touk the Vitit kindly, 
and gave him Entertainment ſuitable to his 
Worth, and: the high Commendations he 
had heard of him. Afﬀter a few days, not - 
intending to mike the uſual Tour of France, 
he took his leave of my Lord, who at his 
departure from Paris, gave him Letters to 
the Engliſh Merchants retiding in any part 
through which he was to Travel, in which 
they were requciied to ſhew him all the 
Kindneſs, and do him all the Good Offces 
that lay in their Power.

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From Paris he haſtened on his Journey 


to Nicea, where he took Shipping, and in 
2 ſhort ſpace arrived at Genoa 3 from whence 
he went to Leghorn, thence to Piſa, an4 ſo 
to Florence : In this City he met with mz- 
ny charming Objects, which Invited him 


to fiay a longer time then he intended ;_ 


the pleaſant Scituationof the Place, the No- 
bleneſs of the Structures, the exact Hu- 
manity and Civility of the Inhabitants, 
the more Polite and Refined fort of Lan- 
guage there, than elſewhere. During the 
time. of his flay here, which was about 
Two Months , he Viſited all the private 
Academies of the City , which are Places 
eſtabliſh'd for the improvement of Wit and 
Learning , and maintained a Correſpon- 
dence and perpetual Friendſhip among 
Gentlemen fitly qualified for ſuch an In- 
Gitution : and ſuch fort of Academies there 
are inall or moſt of the moſt noted Cities 
in Taly. Vititing theſe Places, he was ſoon 
taken notice of by the moſt Learned and 
Ingenious of the Nobility, and the Grand 
Wits of Florence, who care(ſs'd him with 
all the Honours and Civilities imaginable, 
particularly. Facobo Gaddi, Carolo Dati, An- 
tonto Francini , Freſcobaldo, Cultekino , Ban- 
matthei and Clementillo : Whereof Gaddi hath 
a large Elegant Italian Canzonet in his Praile :

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Dati, a Latin Epiſtle z both Printed before 
his Latin Poems, together with a Latin 
Diſtich of the Marqueſs of Vil, and ano- 
ther of Selvaggi, and a Latin Tetraftick of 
Giovannt Salfillka Roman. | 

From Florence he took his Journey to 
Siena, from thence to Komez where he 
was detain'd much about the ſame time he 
had been at Florence z as well by his defire 
of ſeeing all the Rarities and Antiquities of 
that moti Glorioug and Renowned City, 
as by the Converſation of Lxcas Holftenins, 
and other Learned and Ingenious men z 
who highly valued his Acquaintance, and 
treated him with all poſſible ReſpeR. 

From Rome he Travelled to Naples,where 
he was introduced by. a certain Hermite, 
who accompanied him in his Journey from 
Rome thither, into the Knowledge of Giv- 
vanni Baptifta Manſo, Marquels of Villa, a 
Neapolitan by Birth, a Perſon of high Nobi- 
lity, Vertue, and Honour, to whom the fa- 
mous: talian Poet, Torquato Taſſo, Wrote 
his Treatiſe de Amicitia; and moreover 
mentions him with great Honour in that 
Vaftrious Poem of his, Intituled, Grerz- 
emme Liberata : This Noble Marqueſs re- 
ceived him with extraordinary Reſpect and 
Civility, and went with him himſelf to 
give him a ſight of all that was of _

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and Remark in the City, particularly the 
Viceroys Palace, and was often in Perſon 
to Viſit him 'at his Lodging. Moreover, 
this Noble Marqueſs honoured him' fo far, 
as to make a Latin Diſtich in his Praiſe, as 
hath been already mentiontd ; which be- 
ing no leſs pithy then ſhort, though already 
in Print, it will not be unworth the while 
here to repeat.

And here 
by the way, I judge it not impertinent 
to mention the many Authors - both of 
the Latin and Greek, which through his 
excellent judgment and way of Teaching, 
far above the Pedantry of common pub- 
lick Schools ( where ſuch Authors are 
ſcarce ever heard of) were run over within 
no greater compaſs of time, then from 
Ten to Fifteen or Sixteen Years of Age, 
Of the Latin the four Grand: Authors, De 
Re Ruſtica, Cato, Varro, Columella, and 
Palladiwgs ; Cornelius Celſas, an Ancient Phy- 
fician of the Romans ; a great part of Pliny's

of Moſes in Hebrew, to make a'good en: 
trance into-the Targum or Chaldee Para+ 
| phraſe, and to underſtand ſeveral Chapters 
of St. Matthew in the Syriac Þeftament,: be: 
ſides an Introduction into feveral Arts and 
Sciences, by Reading Urſtifes his: Arith- 
metick, Riffs. Gecmetry, .Petiſcus his Tri- 
gonometry. Foannes.de Sacro Boſco de. Sphera; 
and into the Italian and French Tongues, 
by reading in Jtalian, Giovan Villani's 
Hiſtory of the TranſaQions between ſe- 
yeral petty States of Traly 3 and in French 
a great part of Pierre Davity, the famous 
Geographer of France in his time, The 
Sunday's work was tor the moſt part the 
Readirg each day a Chapter of the Greek 
Tefiament, and hearing his Learned Ex- 
poſition 
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poſition upon the ſame, (and how this 


favoured of Atheiſm in him, I leave to 


The 
next work after this, was the writing 
from his own dication, ſome part, from 
time to time, of a TracQtate which he 
thought fit to colle& from the ableſt of 
Divines, who had written of that Subjec ;

Knowledge, the grand Afﬀair perpetually 
of his Life; till ſach time as the War be- 
ing now at anend, with compleat Vidtory 
to the Parliament's ſide. as the Parliament 
then ſtood purg'd of all it's Diffenting 
Members, and the King after ſome Trea- ._ 
ties with the Army, re Infefa, brought to 
his Tryal ; the form of Government being 
now chang'd into a Free State, he was here- 
upon oblig'd ro Write a Treatiſe, call'd the 
Tenure of Kings and Magiſtrates. After which 
his thoughts were bent upon retiring again 
to his own private Studies, and falling upon 
ſuch Subjz&ts as his proper Genius 
prompred him to Write of, among which 
was the Riftory of our own Nation from 
the Beginning till the Norman Conqueſt , 
wherein he had made ſome progrefs.. When: 

for this his laſt Treatiſe, reviving the tame 
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of other things he had formerly Publiſhed, 
being more and more taken notice of for 
his excellency of Stile, and depth of Judge- 
ment , he was courted into the Service of 
this new Commonwealth, and at laſt pre- 
- Yail'd with ( for he never hunted after, Pre- 
ferment, nor affe&ted the Tintamar and 
Hurry of Publick buſineſs) to take upon 
him the Office of Latin Secretary to the 
Counſel of State for all their Letters to Fo- 
reign Princes and States ; for they ſtuck to 
this Noble and Generous Reſolution, not to 
write to any, or receive Anſwers from 
them, but in a Language moſt proper to 
maintain a Correſpondence among the 
Learned of all Nations in this part of the 
World ; ſcorning to carry on their Afﬀairs 
in the Wheedling Liſping Jargon of 
the Cringing French, eſpecially having a 
Miniſter of State able to cope with the 
ableſt any Prince or State could imploy for 
the Latin Tongue 3 and fo well he acquitted 
himſeli in this ſtation, that he gain'd from 
abroad both Reputation to himſelf, and 
Credit to the State that Employed him ; 
and it was well the buſineſs of his Office 
came not very faſt upon him, for he was 
ſcarce well warm in his Secretaryſhip be- 
fore other Work flow'd in upon him, which 


took him up for ſome conliderable time. »

had not our little Engliſh David had the 
Courage to undertake this great French Go- 
liah, to whom he gave ſuch a hit in the 
Forchead , that he preſently ſtaggered, and 
ſoon after fell ; for immediately upon the 
coming out of the Anſwer, Entituled, 
Defenſio Populi Anglicani,contra Claudium Ano- 
nymum, 8c. he that till then had been Chief 
Minifter and Superintendant in the Court 
of the Learned Chriſtina Queen of Sweden , 
dwindled in efteem to that degree, that

clearly loſt. Here he wrote, by his Ama- 
. naenſis, his Two Anſwers to Alexander 
More ; who upon the laſt Anſwer quitted 
the field. So that being now quiet from 
State-Adverſaries and publick Conteſts, he 
had leiſure again for his own Studies and 
Private Deſigns 3 which were his forelaid 
Hiſtory of England, and a New Theſaurns 
Lingue Latine, according to the manner of 
Stephanns ; a work he had been long. fince 
ColleQing from his own Reading, and ftill 
went on with it at times, even very near 
to his dying days but the Papers after his 
death were fo diſcompoſed and defictent, 
that it could not be made fit for the Preſs 
However, what there was of it, was made 
uſe of for another DiQionary, But the 
Heighth of his Noble Fancy and. Invention 
began now to be ſeriouſly and mainly im-

There is another very remarkable Paſſage 
in the Compoſure of this Poem, which 1 
have a particular occafhhon to remember z 
for whereas I had the peruſal of it from 
the very beginning ; for ſore years as 1 
went from time to time to Viſit him, in a 
Parcel of Ten, Twenty, or Thirty Verſes 
at a Time, which being Written by what- 
ever hand came next, might poſſibly want 
Corrccion as to the Orthography and 
Pointing ; having as the Summer came on, 
not been ſhewed any for -a conſiderable

been ſequeſired from his Oftice of Latin' Se-

Cretary,and the Salary thereunto belonging, 
he was forc'd to leave his Houſe alſo, in Petty 
France, where all the time of his abode 
there, which was eight years, as above- 
mentioned, he was frequently viſited by 
perſons of Quality, particularly my Lady 

Ranala, whoſe Son for ſome time he in- 
firucted 3 all Learned Foreigners of Note, 
who could not part out of this City, 
without giving a viſtt to a perſon ſo Emi- 
nent; and laſtly, by particular Friends that 
had a high eſteem for him, vis. Mr. 
Andrew Marvel, young Lawrence ( the Son 
of him that was Preſident of Olter's 
Council) to whom there is a Sonnet among 
the reſt, in his Printed Poems ; Mr. Marcha- ©} 
mont Needham; the Writer of Politicas ;'but 
above all, Mr. Cyriak, Skinner whom he 
honoured with two Sonnets , one long 
fince publick among his ' Poems; the 
other but newly Printed. His next re- 
moval was, by the advice of thoſe that 
wiſht him well, and had a concern for his 
preſervation, into a place of retirement 


and abſcondence, till {uch time as the cur- 


rent of affairs for the future ſhould inſtruct 
him what farther courſe to take ; it was @ 
Friend's Houſe in Bartholomew-Cloſe, where 
he liv'd ti} the At of Oblivion came forth; 
which it pleaſed God, prov'd as favourable 
to 
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\ = fo him as could be hop'd or expected; 


through the interceſſion of ſome that ſiood 
his Friends both in Council and Parlia- 
meat z particularly in the Houſe of Com- 
mons, Mr. Andrew Marvel, a Member for 
Haul}, acted vigorouſly in his behalf, and: 
made a confiderable party for him ; fo that, 
together with Fohn Goodwin of Coleman-. 
Street, he was only ſo far excepted as not to 
bear any Office in the Commonwealth. 
Soon after appearing again in publick , he 
took a Houle in' Holborn near - Aed Lyon 
Fields , where he ſtaycd not long betore 
his Pardon having palſs'd the Seal, he re- 
mov'd to fewin Street; there he liv'd when 
He married tis 3d. Wife, recommended to 
* him by his old Friend Dr. Paget in Cole- 
man-ftreet ; but he ſtay'd not long after 
his new Marriage, ere he remov'd to a 
Houſe in the - Artillery-walk leading to 
Bunhill Fields. And this was his laſt Stage 
in this World, but it was of many years 
continuance,more perhaps than he had had 
in any other place beſides, Here he finiſht 
his noble Poem, and publiſht it in the year 
1666, the firſt Edition was Printed in 
Quarto by one Simons a Printer in Alderſ- 
gate-Street, the other in a large Ocavo, by 
Starky near Temple-Bar, amended, enlarg'd, 
and differently diſpos'd as to the A 
0 
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of Books , by his own Hand, that is by his 
own appointment 3 the laſt fet forth many 
years {ince his death in a large Folio with 
Cuts added by- Facob Tonſon.” | Here' it was 
alſo that he tiniſht and publifht his Hiſtory 
of our Nation till the Conqueſt, all com- 
pleat ſo far as he went, ſome Paflages on- 
ly excepted , which being thought © too 
ſharp againſt the Clergy, could not paſs the 
Hand of the Licencer, were in the Hands 
of the late Earl of Angleſey while heliv'd ; 
where at preſent is uncertain, It cannot 
certainly be concluded when he wrote his 
excellent Tragedy entitled Samſon Agoniſtes, 
but ſure enough it is that it came forth af- 
ert his publication of Paradice Joſt, together 
with his other ' Poem call'd Paradice re- 
gaind which doubtleſs was begun and . 
finiſht and Printed after the other was pub-. 4 
litkht, and that in a wonderful ſhort ſpace 
contidering the ſublimeneſs of itz howe- 
ver it is generally cenſur'd ro be much infe- 
riour to the other,though he could not hear 
with patience any ſuch thing when related 
to him ; pflibly the SubjeR may not afford 
ſuch varicty of Invention, but it is thought by 
the moſt judicious to be little or nothing 
interiour to the other. for ſtile and decorum. 
. The faid Earl of Angleſy whom he preſen- 
ted with a Copy of the unlicens'd a 
: S 
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his Hiſtory, came: often here to viſit him; 


as very much ceveting his ſociety and con- 
verſe 5 as_ likewiſe others of the Nobility, 


and many perſons of eminent quality ; nor 


were the viſits of Foreigners ever more 
frequent than in this place, almoſt to his 
dying day. His Treatiſe of true Religion, 
Hereſy, Schiſm and Toleration, &'c. was 


doubtleſs the laſt thing of his writing, that 


was publiſht before his Death. He had, as 
I remember, prepared for the Preſs an an- 
{wer to ſome little ſcribing Quack tn Lox- 
dan, who had written a Scurrilons Libel 

- againſt him, but whether by the: difſwati- 
on of Friends, as thinking him a Fellow 
not worth his notice, or for what other 
cauſe I know not, this Anſwer was never 
publiſht. He died in the year 1673. to- 
wards the latter end of the Summer, and 
had a very decent interment according to 
his Quality, in the Church ot St. Giles 
Cripplegate, being attended from his Houſe 
to the Church by ſeveral Gentlemen then 
in Town, his principal wellwi-(hers and 
admirers. He had three Daughters who 
ſurviv'd him many years ( and a Son ): all 
. by his firſt Wife ( of whom ſufficient men-

both bora at his Houſe in- Barbican ; and

his Second, who were _ 
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Debora the youngeſt, who is yet living, born 
at his Houſe in Petty- Francezbetween whom 
and his Second Daughter, the Son, named 
Fobn, was born as above-mention'd, at his 
Apartment in Scotland Yard. By his Se- 
cond Wite, Catharine the Daughter of Cap- 
tain Woodcock, of Hackney, he had only ene 
Daughter, of which. the Mother. the fri 
year after her Marriage died in Child bed, 
and the Child alſo within a Month after. 
'By his Third Wite Elizabeth the Daughter 
ef one Mr. Minſpal of Cheſhire, ( and - Kin 
woman to Dr. Paget) who ſurviv'd him, 
and is faid to be yet living, he never had 
any Child ; and thoſe he had by the Firſt 
he made ſerviceable to him in that very 
particular in which he moſt wanted their 
Service,. and ſupplied his want of Eye-fight 
by their Eyes and Tongue; for though he
